That there is a great scarcity of 


noney throughout the country is an

Fhat gold and silver coins are the only 
•noney of ultimate redemption is also 
true. All paper promises to pay that 
pasa current as money are valuable 
•imply and solely because they are re- 
leemable in coin, either gold or silver. 
Ihere is not enough gold in the world 
to pay a fraction of the indebtedness 
of the world, consequently the suspen- 
sion of the coinage of silver dollars 
,vill necessarily tend to make money 
ncarcer. 


This order at this juncture, when the 


lemand for more money is universal, 
,s most remarkable. Standard dollars 
ire a legal tender for all debts, public 
ind private, yet their coinage is sus- 
pended at a time when the cry for more 
money is heard in all parts of the conn- 
try, and when, the government is forced 
to take gold from whatever quarter it 
may be offered to supply the European 
iemand for that metal. 


It has been conclusively shown that 


the demonetization act was the result 
of a conspiracy to depreciate the value 
of one-half the money of the world and 
that it cost the conspirators $500,000 to 
uarry their nefarious design into execu- 
tion. Now it ia alleged that the sus- 
pansion of the coinage of standard dol- 
lars is the first move in a scheme to 
ntop the purchase of silver by the gov- 
ernment and further depreciate the 
market value of silver. The conspira- 
tors in this case will argue that it is 
Qousensical to purchase silver and 
store it in the treasury as it will not be 
c.oiued because there is no demand for 
standard dollars. 


The order of the secretary of the 


treasury and the flimsy pretext for is- 
suing it, ought to intensify the popular 
feeling against the repeal of the Sher- 
man act, unless a substitute measure 
more favorable to silver is passed by 
congress. It is a cle:\r statement of 
the question Whether Wall street or 
the people shall determine the flnan 
i-ial policy of the government?

He found 
there was no basis for the report and 
the vessel is in excellent condition. 
There is some small leaks in the tube 
connections, but these are insigniflcam 
and nothing more than incident to 
boilers of all types which are severely 
tested.

This 
will make the springs as popular a re- 
sort as it was years ago before the flow 
of water decreased.

Heavy, Kaius Predicted—Tlie Origin of 


Volcanoes nml Moiftitalus. 


Copjriglited 1893 by W. T. Foster. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., May 26.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continet from May 
26th to 30£h, and the next will reach 
the Pacific coast about the 31st, cross 
the western mountains by the close" of 
June 1st, the great central valleys from 
June 2d to 4th, and the eastern states 
about the 5th. 


This disturbance will have more than 


the average force and will be accom- 
panied by heavy rams in many places. 
In the far west it will move to the 45th 
parallel, in the central and eastern 
states about the 40th, with rains from 
five to ten degress north and south of 
that line. 


The cool wave will cross the western 


mountains about June 3d, the great 
central valleys about the 5th and the 
eastern states about the 7th. 


THE FLOOD OF WAVES 


There is no question in the minds of 


geologists that great waves swept over 
the earth destroying almost everything. 
They point out in most parts on the 
globe the direction in which these waves 
moved. 
Traveling around the earth 


in a straight line, which approaches 
within twenty degress of the north and 
south poles, are found in what are now 
the coldest places on this earth, num- 
erous evidences of a tropical climate. 
This cannot be accounted for in any 
other way than that the line mentioned 
was the ancient equator of the earth. 


THE EQUATOR CHANGING. 


In the Pacific ocean the earth's 


equator is now moving north about 
four feet every year and in the Atlantic 
ocean is moving south. But that is too 
slow a motion to account for the re- 
mains of tropical trees, fruits, animals 
and corals found in the arctic countries. 
The earths equator is now about 4,000 
miles farther south in the western Pa- 
cific ocean than it appears to have been 
ages ago. At four feet a year it would 
require over five billions of years for 
the equator to move4,000miles. That is 
beyond comprehension and there must 
have been some great and more sudden 
change of the earth's equator. 


The Rocky mountains 
in North 


America and the Andes in South 
America constitute on continuous chain 
almost forming a semi-circle 12,000 
miles in length. This great chain of 
mountains was formed in geologic age, 
no part of them being much older than 
any other part. 


No orthodox geologist will dare to 


venture an explanation by orthodox 
theories of the origin of that great 
chain of mountains. My theory gives 
the only explanation that is in harmony 
with all known facts. 
The earth's 


ancient equator was near the line of 
that mountain chain and when the 
equator was suddenly changed it not 
only left the land high and dry, but 
caused the volcanoes to bread forth all 
along the 12,000 miles now occvlpied by 
those mountains. 


ORIGIN OP VOLCANOES. 


Our geologists all agree that vol- 


canoes form in newly deposited debris 
emptied into the oceans by great rivers 
and as evidences they point to the 
borders of the Mediterranean, the 
mouth of the St. Lawrence, the vol- 
canic islands near the south coast of 
Asia, etc. The Mississippi river is de- 
positing enough debris annually to 
cover a mile square 240 feet deep. 
That debris settles and the continuous 
weight added above causes heat below 
and by aid of the earth's electric cur- 
rents the volcanic fires are started. 
That is one of the orthodox theories of 
the origin of volcanoes, and I accept it. 


But no rivers appear +0 have emptied 


their debris where it would cause the 
grand mountain chains of Asia and 
America 
The rivers all run away 


from these greatest of all mountain 
chains of the world and if they too, 
sprang from the debris washed from 
continents, it must have been the con- 
tinents that now lie buried hi the great 
Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans 
That 


idea explains it all. 


'When the earth's ancient equator 


was near the western coast of North 
and South America and near the line 
of the gre it Asiatic mountains the 
waters of the oceans were lower where 
the Atlantus and Pacific continents 
are and as a consequence these were 
the oceans while Asia and America 
were under the ocean waters. The 
waters of the oceans flow thirteen 
miles higher at the equator than at the 
poles, and if the equator and poles 
were to change places the water would 
sink down thirteen miles at the equator 
and rise thirteen miles at the poles. 


THE CONTINENTAL MOUNTAINS. 


Before the equator changed, the riv 


ers of the Pacific continent flowec 
toward what are now the west coasts o 
North and South America and towarc 
the east coast of Asia, carrying their 
debris to the lines now occupied by th 
Eocky and Andes mountains, then cov 
ered by water, and the rivers of the At 
lantus continent emptied toward th 
east coasts of North and South Amer 
ica and toward the west coasts of Eu 
rope and Africa depositing sediment 
along where these coasts, with their 
mountains now are found. 


ngs from the Atlantis continent would 
orm the high lands on our eastern 
oasts, and from the Pacific continent 
ould form the high lands on the 
ve'stern coasts of North and South 
.merioa, leaving the great depression 
hat now forms the Mississippi valley, 
his idea will also account for the riv- 
rs of America, Europe and Africa 
mptying into the Atlantic.

Tomatoes For Homo Use. 


My method of raising tomatoes for 


family-use I have found quito sxtccessful. 
The first requisite is good, strong, potted 
plants, so far advanced as to be ready to 
blossom. Last year some of them at 
planting time had fruit set. I have the 
ground prepared beforehand, making the 
hills about four feet apart and working 
up tho soil to the depth of eight inches 
where the plants are to go. I find good 
soil works as well for tomatoes as for 
other crops. After the middle of May ox 
us soon as warm weather has fairly come 
the plants are transferred from the pots, 
the earth and roots adhering in such a 
way that transplanting does not in the 
least check their growth. 


As soon as the young plants attain suf- 


ficient size to need it, strong stakes about 
C feet in length nro driven in the ground, 
to which they tare tied. This was sug- 
gested to me several years ago, and I 
find it very satisfactory. It keeps them 
off tho ground, thus preventing rotting, 
and gives free scope* to sunshine and air. 
If tho growth of the plants is too strong, 
the ends are clippbd off from time to 
time, as well as superfluous branches. I 
never plant two rows together, prefer* 
ring to give them the full benefit of the 
Bunshine on all sides. The tomato is em- 
phatically a warm weather plant and 
will not flourish in the shade. Thorough 
cultivation and frequent stirring of the 
soil, especially in dry weather, is Impor- 
tant,—Cor. Country Gentleman. 


The Sugar Trust ut the Capital. 


As soon as possible after the news of 


the Hawaiian revolution came to these 
shores, followed by the appearanse in the 
United States senate by the treaty of 
annexation, there came lo Washington 
an agent of the powerful Sugar trust.

furiously attacked in the senate. It was 
not long thereafter when the Sugar trust 
agent was able to say, as he did to inside 
friends, that the treaty was already dead; 
that it no longer had the breath of life in 
it.
